Congress and state legislatures have their debates. 
Northwest 
Cook County is going to have debates of their own on subjects that are 
as im portant as those that may be discussed in the legislative halls. 


Until now the majority of the residents of Arlington Heights, Mt. 
Prospect, Palatine and Prospect Heights have had the privilege of 
accepting in blank the opinions of newspaper editors and w riters or 
the opinions of their neighbors passed over the backyard fence. 


A forum sim ilar to that of last Friday provides the opportunity 
to secure authentic information on im portant m atters that may 
face the nation, the state and the community today. 


Arlington Heights gymnasium can accommodate an audience of 
600. 
The attendance Friday night was excellent. 
It will grow as 
future meetings are held and as the general public — people with 
minds of their own — realize this opportunity.

Speaker issues 
challenge at 
’America First* meet 


Mr. W alter T. Woodcock, editor 
and publisher of Elgin, in a force­ 
ful address to an 
enthusiastic 
crowd which filled the field house 
last Thursday night, issued a fiery 
challenge to the citizens of Arling­ 
ton Heights to 
make 
themselves 
heard in their protests to keep our 
country out of war. 
Mr. Woodcock, who came 
here 
not unknown, having 
begun 
his 
newspaper caieer under the tute­ 
lage of the Paddocks, said in part: 
“The America F irst committee is 
not Pro-Nazi. We are not interest­ 
ed in anything that the bunds or 
other subversive organizations rep­ 
resent. We hate their doctrines be­ 
cause they are foreign to our way 
of life. Wre are fighting to preserve 
the United States. We hate Hitler. 
We hate Stalin, wTe hate Mussolini, 
because 
of 
their 
un-Democratic 
ideals. We want the help of all 
who love freedom—Jew’ and Gen­ 
tile— Catholic and Protestant— 
English and German—Anyone who' 
claims and practices IOO per cent 
Americanism, with a devotion that 
will put America First! 
“The right and control of gov­ 
ernment is still within the hands of 
the American people. 
We 
have 
heard and read so much propagan­ 
da that we have become drunk with 
contradicting 
statem ents 
a n d 
ideals. If the people of this nation 
will only make their voices heard, 
our boys will not go over seas to 
fight a foreign war. Well known 
Internationalists 
have woven the 
pattern 
that 
today 
has 
nearly 
plunged us into a needless, bruital 
and Godless war, 3,000 miles aw’ay 
from our own shores. The chief 
weapons of the wrar mongers have 
been Fear and Smear. 
Have the 
people, 
through 
their 
regularly 
elected representatives, been given 
a chance to voice their desires on 
the im portant question? 
No. 
We 
are told we will ‘shoot first and ask 
questions afterw ards.’ That is the 
policy of Europe’s 
dictators and 
now we have heard it in the United 
States. 
“Tonight I issue a challenge to 
the citizens of Arlington Heights. 
Where are you mothers of drafted 
boys? Have you handed yourselves 
with those wTho are fighting so hard 
against this war, or are you at 
home saying there is nothing you 
can do? Did you rear your son to 
be cannon fodder for some dictator, 
to face the screaming Stukas, the 
flame throwing tanks, the shot and 
shell of battle, the danger of sub­ 
marines, to be shipped 
back as 
bundles 
from 
Britain 
in 
black 
boxes? You mothers can help and 
help plenty. Enlist in this move­ 
ment. W rite every day 
to your 
President, your senator, your con­ 
gressman, to stand out against a 
shooting w’ar on land or sea. 
“And I issue a challenge to an­ 
other group—the gentlemen of the 
cloth—the priests and ministers 
who preach the w*ord of the Prince 
of Peace You surely are the ones 
w’ho should he using the strength of 
your pulpit*; and your altars to pro­ 
test against this un-Christian war. 
Surely you cannot condone fighting 
for the most bloody of dictators, 
the greatest atheist of all-time— 
Red Joseph Stalin. 
“This is a meeting dedicated to 
peace and the welfare of man. I 
wander how’ many ministers of the 
gospel came here tonight to help us 
to w’ork towards peace?”

Schick test for 
diphtheria to be 
given Oct. 6, 7 


“ Diphtheria — Keep Out.” These 
words staring from 
an 
ominous 
mack and red placard strike terror 
into the heart of every parent. To­ 
day this is a needless fear because 
science has developed a method of 
protection and a Schick test to de­ 
termine if immunity bas been es­ 
tablished to the disease. 
Since approximately 55 percent 
of the Arlington Heights school 
children 
are 
still 
unprotected 
against this disease, the Board of 
Health, Board of Education, and 
Arlington Heights Public 
Health 
Committee are seeking immuniza­ 
tion protection for every child by 
sponsoring a Schick testing pro­ 
gram in the schools October 6 and 
7. 
W hat is the Schick test? It is a 
simple and harmless skin injection 
from which reaction can be determ ­ 
ined those who have lost their im­ 
munity or to ascertain if previous 
immunization measures are still ef­ 
fective. 
rf a child has been im­ 
munized before entering school, a 
Schick test is advised to discover 
if protection still 
exists. 
Safe­ 
guarding against diphtheria re­ 
quires a method of checking cases 
which are susceptible and neod im­ 
munization again. The Schick test 
answers that purpose. 
“Because diphtheria 
is a chil­ 
dren’s disease, immunization pro­ 
tection should he established dur­ 
ing the first year of life, and most 
certainly before he enters school,” 
said the Arlington Heights Health 
Center. Following the Schick tests, 
toxoids will be given by local doc­ 
tors at a minimum cost of 50 cents 
per dose. The dates of the toxoid 
will be published later.

Accepts bids 


for re-surfacing 


arterial streets 
Expect new stoker 
to stop Stonegate 
smoke nuisance 


The Arlington Heights board ac­ 
cepted the lowest bids of a total of 
nine, for re-surfacing and stone for 
streets in Arlington Heights this 
fall. The successful bidders were 
Skokie Asphalt Co., for $1,521 for 
the asphalt, and the Consumers Co. 
of Chicago for $264.50 for the sand 
and stone. This wrork will be done 
on Mitchell, Hawthorne, Douglas, 
Campbell. Davis, South, Ridge and 
Bunton streets. 
The board approved the request 
of F. W. Gieseke to install a IO inch 
sewer in Vail ave. from Grove st. 
to the north lot line of the second 
lot in the block. The sewer will be 
installed under the supervision of 
the sewer and sanitation commit­ 
tee at no cost to the village. 
The 
tile will be placed deep enough to 
avoid possibility of sewage back-up. 
Alderman 
Studtmann 
reported 
that a switch of manhole covers had 
been made on the Northwest high­ 
way near Chestnut st. to determine 
if that would alleviate the flooding 
of the highway w’hen it rains. 
Mr. Johnson of the Thermal Tite 
Insulation reported to the board 
that they are installing, at a cost 
of approximately 
$9,000, a new* 
boiler with a stoker to eliminate 
the smoke from the plant. 
Because of the new state law re­ 
quiring the fine money of villages 
to go to the county treasurer, with 
the exception of Chicago, the po­ 
lice departm ent will be instructed 
to book violations under the cor­ 
responding number of the village 
traffic code instead of the state sec­ 
retary. 
New Well Down 1,300 Feet 
The new* w*ell is now more than 
1,300 feet deep and the engineer 
will be called to determine if it is 
deemed advisable to go deeper. At 
the present depth the formation is 
water-bearing 
sand 
and 
there 
seems to be some doubt if the well 
should be made as deep as w’as at 
first contemplated, “1600 feet.”

Stop Japan now, 


asserts suburban 


iorum speaker 


Japanese dreams of w’orld em­ 
pire for her “heaven-born” people 
must not be permitted to m aterial­ 
ize. This was the theme of Profes­ 
sor William McGovern, noted pol­ 
itical scientist from Northwestern 
University, as he debated the aims 
of Japanese expansion Last Friday 
night 
in a 
Northwest Suburban 
Community Forum meeting. 
Mr. 
Kihachiro Ohmori, Japanese con­ 
sul-general, spoke for Japan, with 
Dr. Ernest Price of the University 
of Chicago 
International 
House 
serving as moderator. 
Japanese emperor worship plus 
Japanese race fanaticism, Profes­ 
sor McGovern held, w?ere danger­ 
ous levers by which ambitious mil­ 
itary leaders have pushed the Nip­ 
ponese along the path of expansion. 
Japan is still weak, he said, but 
Japan with Malaysia and China in 
her grasp w’ould become within a 
few years a deadly and dangerous 
enemy of the United States. 
The 
time to stop 
Japan is now, he 
urged, while Japan would not dare 
to fight the overwhelmingly power­ 
ful American navy. 
Mr. Ohmori, who braved the dan­ 
gers of a foreign language, read a 
prepared speech in which he com­ 
pared Japanese expansion with Eu­ 
ropean imperialism .and with Am­ 
erican dominance over the Philip­ 
pines. Ignoring the open do’or pol­ 
icy, to which Professor McGovern 
called attention in rebuttal, he a r­ 
gued th at Japan is justified in do­ 
ing now what others had done ear­ 
lier. 
He also cited Japan’s high 
population figure .and birth-rate as 
causes of “inevitable” expansion. 
A keenly attentive audience lis­ 
tened to the speakers and launched 
a Hurry of penetrating questions at 
them following the period of the 
speeches. 
The spirited and clever 
answers of the 
debaters brought 
frequent applause. 
v 
The moderator, Dr. Price, closed 
the meeting .after giving the audi­ 
ence full opportunity to question 
both men. 
The next forum meeting has not

Mrs. Hemline Seeders 


Mrs. Hemline Seeger, nee Be­ 
seek, was born on March 29, 1859, 
in Neuendorf, Commem, Germany. 
Here she grew up to womanhood. 
In those days the new world held 
a great attraction for emigrants.

I’ve learned that there is many 
kinds of ore up here, such as gold, 
fools gold, iron, copper, 
sulphur, 
etc. The land up here sells cheap, 
$25.00 per lot in Seward. The taxes 
are about seven dollars a year. 


There are lots of wild game 
here such as moose, deer, mountain 
sheep, bears, both brown and black 
bears. Fishing we catch red and 
silver salmon. Uncle Johnny should 
be up here. He’d get a big thrill 
fishing. 
Prices are higher here 
than at home. There are lots of 
balsam trees and hundreds of gla­ 
ciers. Seward’s population is seven 
or eight hundred. 
They have a C. 1. O. Union for 
shoremen 
to 
unload 
the 
boats. 
They make from three to five hund­ 
red dollars per month. The moun­ 
tains are covered with snow'. The 
tem perature is from 65 to 75 de­ 
grees in the summer, and they say 
the coldest it gets is 8 to 15 de­ 
grees in the winter with snow 6 to 
8 inches deep. We lived in tents 
for a while. It sure is a change of 
life and climate. 
They have railroads up here and 
the people are very friendly. The 
mayor of Seward is as 
follow's:

will have it quite nice. Ever sincej 
we arrived here they have been 
building new' barracks, churches, 
theatres, mess halls, roads, and 
leveling off parade grounds. The 


barracks are all gas heated. 
I 
hope the camp I go to will be half 
as nice. 
Fort Sill is the third largest 
Field A rtillery school in the United 
States. They have motor drawn, 
horse drawn, and mule pack ar­ 
tillery. I have been taught to shoot 
the 75 mm. gun, which shoots a 
projectile 3 
inches 
in diameter 
about 7 miles and the 155 mm. 
Howitzer which shoots a projectile 
about 6 inches in diameter about 
8 miles. The projectiles weigh 30 
and 95 pounds respectively. We 
have shot about 150 rounds from 
each of the guns. Besides this we 
have been taught how to shoot 
rifles, pistols, and what to do in 
case of a gas attack, and of course, 
how? to march properly. 
Army life was a little difficult 
to become accustomed to, but I’m 
doing very well now'. I think one 
of the reasons is that I had to 
make newr friends. Now we are 
being split up again and I’ll have 
to make more new7 friends. We 
have a lot of fellow's in our battery 
that come from Freeport, Illinois. 
The food 
they serve us is very 
good. I am lucky to be in a battery 
that has a very good mess Sargent. 
He has been in the Army 23 years. 
All the fellow’s call him “Pop.” 
It is almost time for “lights 
out,” so I will have to be closing 
and may I thank you again for 
remembering me.

A surprisingly large number of 
people are unaware that congress 
passed a bill last month regulat­ 
ing buying and selling on time pay­ 
ment plans. Since the majority of 
musical instruments are purchased 
on time, every o'ne should know the 
restrictions and other details which 
the law sets forth. 
All musical instruments compos­ 
ed mostly of metals now; require 
a 20 per cent down payment; pi­ 
anos require IO per cent. 
Month­ 
ly payments must amount to at 
least $5.00 and 
the total cost 
must be paid within 1,8 months; 
this is particularly hard arn piano 
dealers because many pianos are 
sold on a 30 month plan. 
The 
right to rent an instrument for two 
or three months -and then apply the 
paid rental on the purchase price 
has been cancelled although deal­ 
ers are trying to get a ruling on 
this which xviii permit it in the 
case pf musical instruments. Many 
companies made a thrix'ing business 
out of stocking schools with band 
instruments on a rental basis and 
they, of course, are especially hard 
bit; they can still rent but when 
it comes to the actual sale they 
must charge the full cash price of 
the instrument. Any instrument 
sold on time must also be sold at 
its full, advertised 
retail price, 
that is, an instrument with a stand­ 
ard price of $50 must be sold for 
that; there can be no special dis­ 
counts or price cutting. 
After Jan. I, 1942, all businesses 
will be licensed by the government 
but no further details are men­ 
tioned. 
This is all being handled 
through the Federal Reserve Banks 
and if you are interested in more 
details you should request a copy 
of booklet W on the installment 
buying from the 
nearest Reserve 
Bank.

The cost of feeding a dairy cow 
on grain and roughage is higher 
than when she is on good pasture. 
Therefore, a pasture urogram that 
furnishes an abundance of succu­ 
lent forage from early spring until 
late fall will tend to step up pro­ 
duction and lower costs. 
Rye may be seeded in Illinois to 1 
lengthen both ends of the pasture J 
season, and if seeded soon will fu r-! 
nish succulent feed late this fa ll! 
and make a desirable early pasture j 
next spring. When a small acre-j 
age of rye is available, other p as-1 
tures have an opportunity to get j 
a good start before being used. Rye 
should be seeded by September 20 
in northern Illinois, October I in 
central Illinois and October IO in 
southern Illinois.

Truckers tell need 
of loading facilities 
for better prices 


The most common “kick” or crit­ 
icism of livestock truckers during 
a recent county meeting was that 
livestockmen don’t have proper fa­ 
cilities on their farm s 
to load 
livestock. 
Truckers agreed that if cattle 
and hogs are handled more care­ 
fully and are not excited, they us-j 
ually go to market in better con­ 
dition than when 
practically 
no 
loading facilities are available. 
E. T. Robbins, extension livestock 
specialist, 
University of 
Illinois 
College of Agriculture, who was 
recently on a farm where there 
were 140 heifers and two carloads 
of heavy steers on feed, reports 
there were no lots for sorting and 
no loading chute. The trucker had 
to bring his own chute, and since 
no sorting facilities were available 
this meant a great deal of commo­ 
tion to sort out a load of the finish­ 
ed heifers. 
“Next time some fence building 
is being done, or lots are being re­ 
arranged, plan to put in sorting 
pens and a good loading chute if 
such equipment is not now7 avail­ 
able,” Robbins 
advises 
livestock 
farm ers. “If you don’t have any 
regard for the trucker’s conven­ 
ience, it will still lower the shrink 
on your livestock and save wear 
and tear on your tem per.”

Tenancies from year to year.— 
Illinois has enacted as a part of its 
law the essential elements of the 
old English act against frauds and 
perjuries providing, among other 
things, that under certain circum­ 
stances parties can not be held re­ 
sponsible for agreements that are 
not in writing. 


These provisions render void oral 
leases which can not be performed 
wtihin one year from the date of 
making. In other words an agree­ 
ment to lease for a year, arrived at 
before the tenant is in possession, 
is void since more than one year 
must elapse before it is fulfilled.

Supplies of consumer goods have 
already begun to contract, partic­ 
ularly those durable goods which 
contain m aterials used rn defense 
industries — the kind of goods us­ 
ually bought on installm ent plans. 
Unless some steps are taxen to cur­ 
tail demand for these goods, prices 
will spiral upward ana thus help 
to plunge the nation into inflation, 
she pointed out. 
As the nation’s productive ca­ 
pacity becomes geared to defense 
needs, men are going back on pay­ 
rolls. 
They and their wives are 
ready to get some of the things 
which the lean times of the ’30’s 
made it impossible to buy — such 
things as automobiles, refrigerat­ 
ors, furniture 
and washing m a­ 
chines. 
Since many families have had no 
chance to build up 
reserves, in­ 
stallment buying has taken a leap 
in the*past few months, along with 
employment. This situation, Miss 
Sorenson points out, led President 
Roosevelt recently to 
give wide 
powers to the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board to regulate many forms of 
consumer credit. 
Nearly a third of all retail sales 
are made on credit. About five bil­ 
lion dollars’ worth 
of goods are 
bought on the installment plan each 
year. It looks as if Americans may 
need to change some of their “pay- 
as-you-go” 
buying 
habits, 
Sorenson said. 


AAA supplies relieve 
bin fumigant shortage 


The shortage which the defense 
program has created 
in certain 
chemicals needed to fum igate grain 
bins infested with insects has been 
somewhat relieved by the supplies 
obtained by the AAA to be used to 
protect grain stored on farm s un­ 
der the provisions of the program. 
Because of the chemical short­ 
age, the ED-CT m ixture (ethylene 
Dichlorid and carbon tetrachlorid) 
usually recommended is available 
only in limited quantities. In order 
to conserve the supply, methyl bro­ 
mid (IO per cent) has been added 
to the ED-CT m ixture to form a 
mixture called “Dowfume Br IO,”

Ibe rule is well established in 
chancery that an oral contract, ev- 
j en though void because of the sta- 
i tute of frauds, may be enforced if 
| one party relies on the

J ance. Tenancies from year to yeai 
I arise from the same principle. The 
j legislatures and courts merely sa\ 
j in effect: “If no notice is given bv 
, either party within a certain per 
I I od (in Illinois not less than 60 
days nor more than four months 
prior to 60 days before the term in­ 
ation of the tenancy) 
a lease for 
I another year exists.” 
In Illinois 
most tenancies commence on Mar. 
I, so the usual effect of the sta­ 
tute is to require that notice be 
given between .September I and 
December 30. 
The provisions of 
such leases continue the same as 
in the original oral 
agreement, 
when written leases are not re­ 
newed and the tenant remains on 
the farm, a tenancy from year to 
year exists. The written lease no 
longer applies except as the courts 
are willing to say that its provi­ 
sions carry over. 
The statutory provisions with 
respect to the notice necessary to 
term inate a “tenancy from year to 
year” have been rigidly adhered to 
in court interpretations. The sta­ 
tute requires that the notice must 
be in writing and that it must be 
given within the period mentioned 
above. 
The courts have held, in 
accordance with the statute, that 
a w ritten notice within the period 
designated is essential; that such 
notice must be signed by one hav­ 
ing authority; that it must accur­ 
ately describe the 
property 
in 
question, and that the right to 
notice is reciprocal. 
In determining whether the re­ 
lation of landlord and tenant exists 
and whether or not the arrange­ 
ment can be called a tenancy from 
year to year, the Illinois courts 
have said that the reservation of an 
annual rent is the leading circum­ 
stance. The intention of the par­ 
ties as to the control to be reserved 
in the landlord, and the amount of 
seed, equipment 
or other items 
furnished by the landlord are also 
considered by the courts. 
At best, the judicial creation of 
a tenancy from year to year is a 
weak substitute for an agreement 
in writing, even though it does ac­ 
complish some good for those who 
never take the trouble to enter into 
specific written agreements. 
The laws referred to are in the 
Illinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 
59, sections I and 2, and Chapter 
80, section 5.

Maybe the family 
is going to 
have to sta.v at home more than 
ever this winter and just invite 
the neighbors over for Sunday din­ 
ner. In that case, the luxury items 
for that meal ought to be going 
into the cellar right now', said Miss 
Frances Cook, extension specialist 
in foods, University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
The luxury items are none other 
than peach jam, pear 
preserves 
and a delectable concoction called 
carrot marmalade. Miss Cook says 
the foods rate solely on their pleas­ 
ing flavor and their energy content 
but that would admit them to any 
meal. 
Beach Jam 
Wash the fruit carefully, remove 
skins, cut fruit into halves and 
discard pits. 
To each pound of 
peaches allow7 % to I pound of su­ 
gar. Crush the fruit, combine with 
sugar in alternate layers and let J 
stand until some of the juice is ex-' 
tracted, that is, about three to fo u r, 
hours. Heat slowly until the su- j 
gar is dissolved, stirring to pre- j 
vent burning. 
Bring to boiling 
point and cook, stirring constantly, 
until the fruit is clear and the jam 
somewhat thick. Pour into steril- 
j ized jars and seal. 
Fear Preserves 
Kieffer pears are considered fine 
for preserving because they hold 
their shape and have a good flavor. 
Firm , ripe pears are 
preferred. 
The method is to wash, pare and 


cut the fruit into 
quarters or 
eighths; then core. 
Combine the 
fruit and the sugar 
in alternate 
layers and let stand eight to ten 
hours or overnight. O r the fruit 
may be cooked at once with the 
sugar and one-fourth cup of w ater 
as 
sufficient 
liquid. 
Whichever 
method is used, stirring is im port­ 
ant to keep the fruit from burning. 
Cook until the sirup is somewhat 
thick. Four at once into hot ster­ 
ilized jars and seal. 
Carrot and Orange Marmalade 
Cook 6 carrots, scraped and fine­ 
ly cut, in a small amount of w ater 
until tender. Add 3 oranges, thin­ 
ly sliced, and juice and rind of I 
lemon. Measure the quantity. Add 
two-thirds cup of sugar for each 
cup of the mixture. 
Cook until 
thick, 
stirring 
constantly. 
The 
yield is 6 glasses of marmalade. 


which controls insects equally w7ell 
and at a greatly reduced dosage. 
The following amounts of the 
methyl-bromid m ixture 
for each 
1,090 bushels of grain, properly ap­ 
plied to the surface of the grain, 
will penetrate to the bottom of all 
ordinary tight farm bins; 3 gallons 
for bins containing less than. 500, 
bushels; 2 ?2 gallons for bins con­ 
taining from 500 to 1,500 bushels, 
and 2 gallons for bins containing 
1,500 to 3,000 bushels. Grain placed 
in unusually shallow bins w7ilh need 
more fumigant. 
The methyl-bromid 
mixture is 
highly poisonous to man as well as 
to insects, farm ers are cautioned by 
W. P. Flint, entomologist of the 
Illinois State Natural History Sul4 
vey and University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. It evaporates 
rapidly to foim a colorless, odor­ 
less gas, and persons using it must 
be very careful not to breathe the 
fumes. 
For extended periods of 
fumigation, a gas mask with a 
“black” canister should be w7orn by 
the operator. 
The methyl-bromid m i x t u r e 
should be stored in tightly sealed 
containers in a cool, well-ventilat­ 
ed, uninhabited building. 
Further information concerning 
the treatm ent of stored grain for 
insects is available in Circular. No. 
512, “How to Know7 and Control 
Stored Grain Insects,” copies of 
which may be obtained free from 
farm advisers, the natural history 
survey or the university.

A poll of the Northeast coaches, 
to which six gave ratings, phows 
trat they favor Niles to take the 
title with Arlington and Crystal 
Lake fighting it out for second and 
Warren and Leyden following in 
that order as strong contenders. 
The only school not given consider­ 
ation by the coaches and receiving 
no votes for the first four positions 
was Libertyville, last year's cham­ 
pion. 
Some Get Break in Schedule 
We disagree with the coaches 
picks as to the champion but we 
give high rating to the same teams 
in general. One thing to consider 
in ranking the teams is who they 
do not play. 
Each team in the

Substitution main 
change in 1941 rules 


There have been few changes 
made in the high school football 
rules fo*r the 1941 season. 
There 
are a number of 
rather minor 
changes but to our way of think­ 
ing only four of major importance. 
By far the most radical change 
is that which 
allows unlimited 
substitution. 
Under the new rule 
a player may return to the game 
any number of times in any quar­ 
ter. 
Of course as in other years 
substitutions may not be made un­ 
less the ball is dead and the most 
common cases of this are time outs, 
after incompleted forward passes, 
plays in which the ball goes out 
of bounds, and while penalties are 
being inflicted. Whether this new 
rule will cause the final quarter 
of games to drag out even worse 
than in other years will be up to 
the coaches .and the officials. The 
latter are supposed to penalize a 
team that substitutes to delay the 
game. 
Another newr rule forces players 
to stay inbounds. 
If a player 
goes out of bounds he cannot re­ 
turn to the field of play and take 
part in the play that is being run. 
Cases which will be eliminated are 
where a player left the field to 
avoid an opponent and returned to 
catch a forward pass or stepped 
out of bounds to avoid a blocker 
and then returned to make a tackle. 
This rule carries a 15 yard pen­ 
alty. 


All penalties that 
occur for 
fouls that occur behind the goal 
line are to be penalized from the 
goal line rather than the point 
of the foul. 
The rule this year 
on kickoffs that go out of bounds 
is that the receivers may take the 
ball either on their own 40 yard line 
or at the point it went out of 
bounds. 
Formerly the o’ption was 
the 35 yard line.*
